THE NEWS FROM FRANCE. 


By an artival from France, accounts have been 


from the adviges we have for some time past pub- 
lished relative to the affairs ofthe Greeks and Turks. 
The French .ccounts state that the Greeians had 
been defeated in several engagements. They are 
quoted from the Austrian Observer, which rests its 
belief of this fact on letters from Trieste and Augs- 
burg, which allude to the original invasion of 
Chourchid Pacha into the Morea. ht appeare, that 
Previous to the 25th of July the Greeks were re- 
treating in every direction, aud that the Turkish 
Pacha was in full mareh for Corimh. Determined 
however, to conquer or OW, the invaded rallied 
their forces, and attacked the invaders, whom they 
defeated with the loss of 5000 killed, besides pri- 
toners and wounled, Subsequent accounts from 
Ipsara, speak confidently of the Turks having been 
constantly beaten “ since the brilliant affairs of the 
25th and 26th of July,” and that “there remain 
very few of the 25,000 men who entered the Mo- 
rea.” Although these advantages on the side of 
the patriots are not so greatas at first represented, 
the victory appears nevertheless to have been deci- 
sive, and to have compelled the Turkish comman- 
der to retrace his steps.
